However, — ar ore Soot ee 
it is my understending that the reservation is under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Commission as a recreational area, If this be so, the 
duties of the Director of Recreation in respect to it are clear. 


Under the provisions of Re L, c. 233, s. 4 I as inserted by» 
Laws of 1945, c. 181, the Director of Recreation, with the approval - 
of the Governor and Council and under the supervision of the ee aS § 
Recreation Commission is required to "execute all matters pertaining “*9 9 2-95.44 - 
to the design, developzent, administration, operation and maintenance © 992) ] 5 
of the recreational facilities and services for public use, on all 
State, public areas of recreational significance such as state parks, 
torests, reservations and historic sites, . oe “fea 


By the express terms of the cited statute, therefore, the 
Legislature has imposed the duties enunerated directly upon the - 
Director of Reercation, He must, of course, operate under the super= 
vision of the Forestry and Recreation Commission and mist, on matters 
of policy obtain the approval of the Governor and Council. But the 29 32 
jumediate responsibility for carrying out the enumerated duties lies 33% RS
